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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments alter the scope of the previously presented claims. In independent claims, the scope has been 
modified and thus modified the scope of the dependant claims as well. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amendments to the pending claims do not 
overcome the prior art of record. The Applicant argues that Whitehurst does not provide instruction to the implantable component to operate 
in a second treatment therapy mode or closed loop mode. The Applicant admits on page 13.that "Whitehurst merely discloses that the 
external component sends or receives command, programs, performs diagnostics or provides power to the SCU". As the examiner 
previously stated, modifying the therapy operation constitutes instructing or providing instruction to the implantable device. Therefore the 
examiner considers the external device of Whitehurst to provide instructions to the implantable component. 

In addition the Applicant argues the Whitehurst does not disclose automatic switching. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees 
with Applicant. The examiner considers the automatic adjustment of parameters when the implanted devices are coupled to the external 
devices to constitute a connection that alters the operation of the SCU from open loop to closed loop. Thus creating an automatic switching 
from open loop to closed loop when the parameters are being adjusted. Additionally, in the alternative, the examiner considers the 
automatic mode switching to provide the predictable results of modifying therapy and power consumption. 
Therefore, the examiner considers the claims to remain rejected under Whitehurst. 
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
